FOREWORD 


THIS  collection  of  rugs  has  a  character  not  too  often  found  among 
those  put  upon  the  auction  market,  in  that  the  fabrics  are  not 
only  worthy  but  that  they  represent  a  variety  of  sound  weaves 
of  the  East  and  of  the  Near  East  which  attract  a  purchaser's  inter- 
ested attention  and  repay  it  by  their  disclosures  of  individual  ideas 
working  through  age-old  designs.  A  nomad's  old  tent  rug  is  here  con- 
trasted with  the  silken  constructions  of  royal  magnificence  which  were 
conceived  to  accord  with  palatial  environment.  The  patience  and  in- 
genuity of  a  voluntary  weaver  weaving  for  himself,  his  family  or  his 
friends, — be  he  the  descendant  of  generations  of  weavers — stands  be- 
side the  accomplished  product  of  experts  weaving  for  the  throne. 

In  several  instances  the  rugs  will  be  found  in  pairs,  which  draws 
attention  to  a  little  understood  element  of  Near  Eastern  arrangement 
— in  the  great  homes  the  rugs  are  found  in  pairs,  just  as,  in  the 
Farther  East,  the  beautiful  screens  of  Japan  are  by  the  Japanese 
always  arranged  in  pairs  for  symmetrical  decoration  on  festival  occa- 
sions. 

Aside  from  these  wandering  points  of  interest,  each  rug  makes 
its  individual  appeal,  whether  for  beauty  or  utility  or  both,  and  if  there 
are  some  dated  a  century  later  than  observers  have  been  accustomed 
to  note  among  public  offerings,  that  in  no  way  detracts  from  their 
veritable  standing  or  their  value.  And  it  may  be  added  that  they 
represent  a  selection  from  among  more  than  five  hundred  rugs — that 
the  worthy  only  might  be  taken.

CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  Rejection  of  bids:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  tbe  value  of  the 
article  offered,  or  which  Is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by 
the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

IV.  Risk  after  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer, 
and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers'  risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible' for  the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire, 
breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

V.  Delivery  of  purchases:  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only  upon 
payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

VI.  Receipted  bills:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  receipted 
hill  A  receipted  bill  presented  bv  any  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order 
by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a 
feceipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery  of  tbe  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should 
immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss.

He  encountered  dangers,  traveled  over 
mountains,  entered  China  by  ship,  passed  the  meeting  of  the 
deserts  symbolized  by  two  camels,  and  returned  to  the  land  of 
minarets.  A  human-headed  bird  in  one  medallion  is  guarding 
"the  great  beyond"  at  the  crossing  of  .the  mysterious  river.
